ECAUSE the adequate pollination of the 
legumes for the production of seed will 
require more colonies of honey bees than 

the number needed for honey production, honey 
producers in seed growing areas are faced with 
aserious problem. This situation ig very similar 
to that which occurs in areas where widespread 
use of insecticides is required for the production 
of crops. Neither the overpopulation of an area 
With many colonies of bees for pollination of 
crops nor the widespread use of insecticides will 
or can be stopped by threats and strong talk on 
the part of the honey producer. 

The correct approach to either problem is to 
cooperate in a reasonable and wise way to the 
best advantage of everyone involved. Controls 
of any kind are apt to backfire on the honey 
producer. 

Beekeepers have long sought recognition that 
honey bees were important to our agricultural 
economy through their pollination services. The 
correct approach to the insecticide problem has 
been to convince growers that honey-bee pollin- 
ation was needed and that the application of 
poisons should be done in such a way as to 
prevent the destruction of bees. Now, as pollin- 
ation becomes a necessity to the seed grower, 
We are in no position to do anything but to 
attempt to work out a satisfactory solution 

The honey producer either will have to work 
out a plan whereby the growers plant sufficient 


clovers to provide an adequate honey crop, or 


become a keeper of bees for pollination securing 
a living through payments or a share of the 


seed crop. 


RESERVATION of individual initiative 
is essential under government programs 
for the bee and honey industry. To do

Smith, Director of the Fruit and Vegetable 


otherwise is to accept failure.” 
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Branch, Production and Marketing Adminis- 
tration, U.S. D. A., in his address at the annual 
meeting at Biloxi in January. 


Stating that Congress provided price support 
for honey because it believed that such action 
was the only practical way to extend prompt 
assistance to beekeepers and thus prevent a 
serious diminution of our bee population, Mr. 
Smith contended that Congress, instead of pro- 
viding a substitute for individual and industry 
initiative, had provided the basis for exercising 
that initiative to the maximum—a challenge 
to the industry. 

We commend Mr. Smith for this statement. 
No current market for honey should be over- 
looked and every opportunity should be sought 
by everyone to find new markets for honey. We 
are faced with the stern reality that the outcome 
of the price support program and even the price 
at which honey sells is entirely the responsi- 
bility of the honey industry. Working hard 
in a cooperative way, we can solve our market- 
ing problem and sell our own honey 


R.S W. EDGECOMBE, head of the Horti- 
culture Department, Utah State Agri- 
cultural College, recalled, at Biloxi the 
old saying, “All flesh is grass.”

HE assignment to me of the 

subject of progress in bee- 

keeping equipment in the 
first half of the twentieth century led 
me, of course, to several hours of 
reminiscence. One is especially apt 
to follow such a line as the years 
creep on. Strange how one may re- 
member some rather inconsequential 
things from those early formative 
years 
into the 
wool for 


Stacking of stove wood 
shed for winter, carding 
the mattresses in summer, gathering 
wild gooseberries when they were 
green and not ripe, fighting bumble 
bees with a paddle or a jug half-full 
of water. Of all, that wool carding 
and that gooseberry picking were 
the most dreadful, and yet I doubt 
my parents abused me by forcing me 
to do more than a modicum of those 
jobs. Of course, the bumblebee 
fighting was all right even though a 
shut eye might be the result. It is 
one thing I think about most often, 
especially since this pollination busi- 
ness has come along so strong 


Years ago I thought my boys had 
very few bumblebees to tangle with 
because boys of my age had done 
such a good job in disposing of them 
But I’ve come to learn that man’s 
interest in mass production, in clean 
cultivation, and probably his earlier 
lack of interest in conservation has 
done more to decimate our wild in 
sects than all the boys’ paddles and 


jugs combined 


By the turn of the century I was 
directly in line of descent for the 
job passing from older brothers to 
younger one, of turning the extractor, 
and helping mail out the Dadant 
catalog, which at that time was a 3x5 
inch affair 
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A quick peek at various 1900 bee 
supply catalogs amazes one at their 
small size. On the other hand, it is 
surprising just how well our fore- 
fathers had done without us in 
evolving a system and the equipment 
to go with it at that early date. They 
had movable combs, dovetailed hives 
with self-spacing frames as well as 
loose hanging ones (which I still 
prefer), section honey boxes, ex- 
cluders (zinc), comb foundation (with 
the number of square feet to the 
pound) so given because of the many 
odd-sized frames still in use. They 
had hand extractors, cold uncapping 
knives, the single way escape, 
those abominable drone queen 
traps which will always be with us, 
and bee smokers, both the newer 
Bingham and the old Clarke cold- 
draft. Solar wax extractors were 
common—now are rare

in our state has been well under a 
bushel per acre. Yet certain oper- 
ators in “out-of-the-way” places and 
newly “cutover” farms find seed pro- 
duction good and very profitable as 
did many of our early operators on 
our Minnesota farms. After one or 
two years, however, production falls 
off to state and county levels, even 
on the new farms. 

It would appear two conditions de- 
velop. With the settlement of ad- 
jacent farms, natural pollinators dis- 
appear. With clearing and cultiva- 
tion their homes and nesting places 
are destroyed. An examination of 
legume flowers indicates these crops 
require cross-pollination. Unsuccess- 
ful attempts have been made to 
pollinate mechanically these flowers 
by man-made devices. 

Actual count made in alfalfa fields, 
both in this state and in other spots 
in the nation, gives ample evidence 
that the honey bee plays a very im- 
portant role in the pollination or the 
tripping of the alfalfa bloom. To 
produce a five hundred pound crop 
per acre of alfalfa seed, it is estimat- 
ed that it would be necessary to trip 
at least thirty-eight million flowers 
In most fields of alfalfa, there are 
far too few natural pollinating insects 
to do this job. In fact, examination 
of the insect problem in your fields 
will show you that over 85% of the 
pollinating insects found are honey 
bees. 

A study of the pollen found in the 
beehive shows a high percentage of 
alfalfa pollen, particularly during the 
late weeks of July and the first half 
of August. No bee was observed to 
collect alfalfa pollen except by trip 
ping the flower. It has been 
served that honey bees do most of 
their pollinating of the alfalfa blos- 
som at the time they are gathering 
pollen from the flowers, and not at 
the time they are collecting nectar 
Pollen to the honey bee is a protein 
food, similar to the butter on the 
table of the human 

When consideration is 
these facts, it is easily understood 
why the honey bee does an ex- 
cellent job of pollinating red clover

1. There is definite evidence that 
colonies fed pollen substitutes pro- 
duce greater gains than colonies not 
so fed, if the feeding is begun early 
in the spring. 

2. The greatest gain,per colony in 
each year was produced by a colony

One of the noted women in the beekeeping world is 
Mile. Nora Baldensperger, of Nice, France. She is the 
daughter of the beloved “Pere” Baldensperger and was 
for years her father’s secretary, aiding him in his work 
for the Bulletin d’Apiculture des Alpes Maritimes and 
was his constant companion and helper until his death 
in 1948. At present she is president of the Societe 
d’Apiculture des Alpes Maritimes and is also one of the 
vice-presidents of the Apis Club.

Miss Baldensperger’s early life was spent among the 
bees in Jaffa (Palestine) where she was born, and later 
in and around Nice in the Maritime Alps. When her 
school days were over, she studied to become a teacher 
of English in the French colleges, but that profession 
was always interspersed with holidays spent with the 
bees 

About her beekeeping experiences, Miss Baldensperger 
writes: “From the outset our work was pastoral bee- 
keeping; from the orange gardens of Jaffa to the thyme- 
clad mountains round Jerusalem, we followed the 
fellahin with the loads of hives on their camels along the 
stony paths of Palestine. The little Palestinian bees were 
very quick-tempered and the change to the gentle 
Rhodesians (of Nice) was very pleasant. We worked 
on the shore till June, in the mountains among the fields 
of lavender and mountain savoury till September. We 
trudged behind carts drawn by horses or mules up the 
wild valleys of the Var and the Roya, on the Italian 
border. Then the canvas tent was drawn up in the 
apiaries and the extractor hummed merrily. The nights 
were spent on the straw in mountain huts or even in the 
open air “a la belle etoile” according to the poetic French 
expression. 

“As a child I remember being stationed by Father be- 
fore the flying-board of the hive to count the number of 
bees flying in and out pe: ute Or he would send 
me to find out on what flowers the 
or nectar 


ees collected pollen 
Whenever we had leisure, we read out the 
American, English, German or French bee papers. Father 
kept up a lively correspondence with the different 
editors so that I grew up considering the prominent 
beemen like personal friends. When the Apis Club began 
its movement for assembling bee friends from all over 
the world, we felt quite keen to join them. Each con- 
gress was enthusiastically followed. In the course of the 
meetings I discovered that my long acquaintance with 
bee matters in the three principal languages had en- 
abled me to act as a translator for the lectures 

“Now that my teaching days are over, I devote all my 
time and my zeal to the bees. I am sure that the healthy 
work in the open air, the simple life we led and our 
continued abundant use of honey must have rendered 
Father and myself robust and cheerful and optimistic 
I trace to the sweetness of honey and the joyous activity 
of the hive Father’s generous desire for peace and 
brotherhood and I hope I have inherited his fraternal 
disposition.” 
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nother Job For Bees

The need of honey bees for pollination which, perhaps 
was the reason for their creation, becomes evident. In 
former years with diversity of agriculture and an 
abundance of uncultivated land where wild pollinators 
could live, honey bees played but a minor part as 
pollinators. Now, however, with mass plantings and 
intensive use of insecticides and herbicides, bees are an- 
nually becoming more important to agricultural ac 
tivities. 

What is probably the largest project of its kind, a thirty 
acre tract of land given exclusively to growing scarlet 
sage seed (Salvia splendens), is located near Trenton, 
N. J. and is operated by Mr. Evan Jones, Jr. Mr. Jones 
keeps about twenty colonies of bees to insure proper 
pollination. Seed is planted in the greenhouse in March, 
transplanted into flats and set in the open fields about 
May 30th. Rows are three and one half feet apart, plants 
eighteen inches apart in the row. 

The seed clusters are picked by hand and gathered 
into bags. First picking is about September first with 
normally one more picking later in the season. However 
due to favorable weather conditions, four pickings were 
made this season. 

The seed pods are spread on unoccupied greenhouse 
benches and when dried are taken outside and rubbed 
over one-eight inch mesh hardware cloth trays which 
threshes out the seeds. The resulting seeds and chaff are 
winnowed in a fanning mill. 

When in blossom, this thirty acre tract of scarlet is an 
arresting sight. And when one sees the seed by the 
bushel when he has only seen it in small packages at 
a seed house, it looks like a real business.

Reports coming in for our March 
issue corroborates pretty well the in- 
formation mentioned in February 
relative to the amount of honey still 
left on hand. The eastern sections, 
except perhaps for one or two co 
operatives, and all of the South, are 
practically clean of honey. The 
white grades are all gone and not 
too much of the amber left, unless 
it is of buckwheat. Naturally all 
chunk and bulk comb honey has 
disappeared from the market and this 
is giving an impetus to additional 
raising of bulk comb honey this year 
This is not limited to the South. A 
goodly group of northern beekeepers 
are going into bulk comb honey pro- 
duction for chunk honey packages 

Farther 
somewhat 


west, we find conditions 
different. Honey is still 
being picked up, but apparently there 
is plenty left in the hands of pro- 
ducers. In such cases, likely at least 
50 per cent of the carry-over is being 
held for a better price or until a 
definite status is placed upon the 
government's price support. 

The bulk of large quantities on 
hand still is reported in the plains 
areas and in the Rocky Mountain 
Apparently California with its 
largely increased population, is able 
to clear up quite well on its 
honey, the amber grades being the 
hardest to Cooperatives are 
still pretty well loaded, much of the 
honey being left in the hands of the 
producers, while packers are buying 
again if they can buy at their price, 
anticipating that government support 
will give a nice advance in price 
over what lots can now be 
bought for. In the Canadian prov 
inces, probably half of the 1949 crop 
still remains on hand. Some of this 
the hands of the government 
and it looks like their plans would 
work out satisfactorily.
